GENERAL NOTES. 

As the result of Quarantine No. 37, the amount of foreign nursery stock for inspection 
by State officials has been greatly decreased. In fact, this letter, for the most part, is composed 
of interceptions made by Federal inspectors in the District of Columbia and at ports of entry. 
It is evident that from now on there will be very few interceptions reported by State officials, 
owing to the limited amount of foreign material requiring examination. 

This letter was designed primarily for the purpose of keeping State and Federal inspectors 
in touch with interceptions being made on imported nursery stock. Inasmuch as the inter- 
ceptions made by State officials will be greatly decreased as compared with former years, it has 
been decided to discontinue the quarterly letter of information. In all probability at the end 
of each year a summary will be made of the interceptions and published either as a letter or in 
bulletin form for the benefit of those interested. 

Information on quarantines and regulations of this board will continue to be given in the 
Service and Regulatory Announcements,'^ which are published monthly when circumstances 
permit.
